Washington, June

were clear indications today that if 
American cavalrymen captured 
by 


Mexican troops at Carrizal wore not 
released within forty-eight hours ac- 
tion would be taken by the United 
States. 


The impression prevailed in offi- 


cial circles that President 
Wilson 


would not wait beyond Thursday at 
the latest and possibly not beyond 
tomorrow afternoon for 
a definite 


reply trom the Carranza government 
to the note demanding the immediate 
release of the prisoners and a declar- 
ation of intentions. 


Special Agent Rodgers at Mexico 


City reported in an oversight mes- 
sage received early today that he 
had delivered the note to the Mexi- 
can foreign office yesterday 
morn- 


ing. He did not indicate how it had 
been received or when a reply might 
be expected. 


While the diplomatic aspects of 


the crisis awaited Carranza's 
action

its efforts to hasten mobilization of 
the national guard on the border.

was within 200 feet of the spot at 
which his hat and watch were dis- 
covered this morning. 
The officers 


have no clue as to whether Pirsig 
committed suicide or met with foul 
play. 
Charles H. Nauts, father of Miss 


Marion Nauts, Pirsig's fiancee, said 
this afternoon that he colud not ac- 
count for Pirsig's death. Plrulg left 
the Nauts cottage at Monroe Piers, 
Mich., last 
evening, and 
nothing 


more was heard of 
him 
until 
his 


clothing was discovered on the dock 
this morning. 
Police incline to the 


suicide theory in view of the fact 
that a part of Pirsig's wearing ap-

Prize Coupons and Tickets. 


It is an interesting business ques- 


'tion as to how far an article is made 
more attractive to the public, by in- 
cluding 
with it some 
coupon or 


ticket entitling the purchaser, when 
he gets enough of them, to some spe- 
cial premium. 


There appears to be a growing 


business sentiment against the prac- 
tice. The National Retail Hardware 
Association, 
which concluded last 


week 
its sessions 
at 
Boston, en- 


dorsed 
the 
so-called Austin bill, 


which will make the distribution of 
such coupons in inter-tate commerce 
unprofitable. 
These 
hard 
headed 


hardware men seem to think a jack- 
knife doesn't become a bit more at- 
tractive by enclosing with it a coupon 
representing a twentieth part of the 
value of a cheap colored photograph. 


These coupons and tickets and 


stamps can't 
be 
good advertising, 


since the great majority of them are 
thrown away. Some people start to 
save them, but long before they get 
the required number, they are buy- 
ing some other line of goods, and the 
coupons they have saved are value- 
less. 


Of course there must be some de- 


mand for these coupons or the deal- 
ers would not include so many of 
them in their packages. No doubt a 
good 
many are 
redeemed. 
This 


means an 
added 
expense, 
to be 


charged up in the price of the ar- 
ticle. The people who have no time 
to spend in keeping track of these 
coupons pay for prizes for other pur- 
chasers. 
The premiums commonly 


represent something 
that 
the pur- 


chasers of the goods would not or- 
dinarily have bought, so that their 
total expense is wasteful, and an ad- 
dition to the cost of living. 


The 
best 
recommendation 
for 


goods is to make the article just as 
good as possible, spending a reason- 
able amount 
in 
publicity work to 


tell the public what the goods are. 
This 
wins more 
customers 
than 


coupons, prize tickets, or stamps.

chosen by electors who 
were chosen by the legis- 


latures of the various states. 
The person baring the majority 
of these electors was declared 
president 
The person having 


the next greatest number was 
declared vice president 


The nrst election took place on 


Jan. 7, 1789, In the states that 
had ratified the 
constitution. 


The electors chose the president 
on Feb. 4, 1789. The vote, count- 
ed on April 6, 17S9, was: 


George Washington, 69; John 


Adams, 34; Samuel Huntlngton, 
2; John Jay, 9: John Hancock. 
4; R. H. Harrison, 6; George 
Clinton. 3; John Rutledge, 6; 
John Milton, 2; James Arm- 
strong, 1; Edward Telfalr, 1; 
Benjamin Lincoln, 1. Ten states 
voted, but there Is no record of 
the popular vote. 


In the election of 1792 Wash- 


ington received 132 rotes and 
Adams 77. 
(Watch for the election of Adams 


in 1796 in our next iscue.)

Origin of the Letter V. 


The letter V in ty be regarded as the 


mutilated remain* of 0110 of the sym- 
bols used by the ancient Egyptians la 
their hieroglyph^ s or picture writing. 
A common anioi.il in their country was 
the two homed tandviper, a represen- 
tation of which stood for V. The priests 
ultimately found that for the practical 
purposes of eu'ryday life it was a 
waste of time to use elaborate hiero- 
glyphics and inu-nted n kind of short- 
hand to meet the occasion. In this the 
snake was reduced to n V with a dash 
(V-—) to represent horns and body. 
The Phoenicians adopted this letter, 
and from them v, a get our V by loss of 
the dash, leaving only the two little 
horns of the original picture. This 
snake Is still common in Egypt and is 
probably the one mentioned in Genesis 
xlix, 17, "Dan, shall be a serpent by the 
way, an adder in the path, that bitetb 
the horse heels, so that his rider shall 
fall backward." Travelers tell us that 
it Is still addicted to this unpleasant 
habit 


Music of the Church. 


Nothing is plainer than the seemingly 


hopeless decadence of the music of the 
church as compared with modern pos- 
sibilities and realities of musical art to- 
day.

The wax hardens quickly 
upon the threads, and the long ta- 
pers thus produced are smoothed and 
rounded by pulling them through Iron 
plates perforated with holes of the de- 
sired size.

New York, June 27.—'The auto- 


mobile manufacturers of the United 
States are prepared to furnish the 
government on short notice 900 mo- 
tor trucks and IjOOO passenger auto< 
mobiles a day says Alfred Reeves, 
general manager of the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Mr. Reeves says this 
information, 


was given to the war department at, 
a recent meeting of the advisory 
board to the general 
staff 
of 
the 


United States army. The automobile 
manufacturers were told that this o 
fer would be sufficient to meet any 
contingency. 


"So far as the automobile makers 
are concerned, they stand ready to 
stop shipping anywhere to take care 
of our country's needs/ said Mr. 
Reeves. "This means that any part 
of a production running to 1,500,000 
motor vehicles a year can be diverted 
to the use of the United States. I 
do not think that any demands the 
war department may make on us will 
interfere with the ability of the in- 
dustry to take care of private re- 
quirements.

Railroad Strike? 


Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen that 


would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of $100,000.000 
a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by reference to an 
impartial Federal tribunal. 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads have no 


differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such a public body* 


1 


Railroads Urge 
Inquiry and Arbitration 


The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of the 


controversy is as follows: 


"Our conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our differences of opinion,1 
and that eventually the matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinter- 
ested agencies. Therefore, we propose that your proposals and the proposition of the rail* 
ways be disposed of- by one or the other of the following methods: 


1. 
Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal 


which, by reason of its accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its con- 
trol of the revenue of the railways, is in a position to consider and protect the rights and 
equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue necessary to meet the 
added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing 
laws, act in the premises, that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be 
necessary to enable the Commission to consider and promptly dispose of the question* 
involved: or 


2. 
By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The Newlands Act)* 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New York, 


June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration or Federal 
review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether authority shall be 
given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the public 


body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate 


knowledge of railroad conditions has such 
an unquestioned position in the public con- 
fidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the 


public for transportation are now largely 
fixed by this Government board. 


Out of every dollar received by the rail- 


roads from the public nearly one-half is paid 


directly to the employes as wages; and the 
money to pay increased wages can come from 
no other source than the rates paid by the 
public. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, 


with its control over rates, is in a position 
to make a complete investigation and render 
such decision as would protect the interest* 
of the railroad employes, the owners of the 
railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of $100,000,000 


a year to these employes, now highly paid ana constituting only one-fifth of all the 
employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that shall determine the 
merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an impartial 


Government inquiry or by industrial warfare.

Birds as Oracles. 


A most remarkable superstition of 


the Kcuyabs of Borneo is the consulta- 
tion of birds. If, for example, a Ken- 
yali has to undertake a long journey 
he will not risk it without having tirst 
consulted the "flakki." a kind of hawk. 
If the hawk flies with its wings spread 
out to the right side it is a good sign, 
but if It goes to tbe left or flaps its 
wing's then the journey is not begun in 
any clrcum&tances. The next day the 
Kenyah tries once more until the hawk 
gives tbe sign which he wants. Tlius 
the continuation of the journey de- 
pends on the flight of the birds. Some 
birds are of greater importance than 
others, and also to the singing of the 
birds attention is given. Other animals 
are also consulted, and tbe sea Dyaks 
call every animal a "bird" when they 
consult it 


Phonograph Records. 


Phonograph records are made by the 


cutting of lines in wax, from which a 
matrix Is then formed for the manu- 
facture of the record'; for use. Edlsou 
found that this matrix could bo made 
by gold plating the was: Impression 
and backing up the film of gold with 
copper. A special wax Is used, made 
of stearin and paraffin, and when the 
record Is originally made on the wax 
it is electrotyped with copper and 
nickel to give it a hard wearing sur- 
face. The actual records used on the 
[)honographs are made from the ma- 
trix of shellac, wood charcoal, barium 
sulphate and earth coloring matters; 
the matrix is heated and placed In the 
warm plastic material, where it is 
pressed and cooled. Records are made 
by tbe various phonograph, manufac- 
turers. 


One of Garrick't Reforms. 


It was Garrick who first struck a 


blow at the custom of allowing mem- 
jers of the audience upon tbe stage, a 
iractice which nt Lincoln's Inn thea- 
er, in London, In 17^1, led to a most 
dangerous disturbance, only quelled by 
calling out the military. In October, 
1747, a Drury Lane playbill had the 
following appended notice: "As the ad- 
mittance of persons behind tho scenes 
ias occasioned a general complaint, on 
account of the frequent interruption in 
the performance, it is hoped that gen- 
lemcn won't be offended that no mon- 
ey will be taken there for the future."

The mes- 
sages are in answer to communica- 
tions from South American countries 
offering their services to mediate be- 
tween the United States and Mexico.

incident at Matamoras the
